Court Gives Decision 


In Fumigating Case 


The case of Mrs. Sofle Hurwitz vs. 


8. A. Stowell of Charter Oak, fumigat- 
ing contractor, on trial before the super- 
ior, court, Judge Hahn's department, 
during the past week, is of interest to 
all 
citrus growers and 
fumigators 


throughout the state. 


This was a case wherein the plaintiff 


soirgTit to obtain 'damages ^bin^-rtie -de- 
fendant in the sum of $40,000 for injury 
to her orange grove, alleging injury 
was the result of fumigation. , The facts 
brought out showed that the plaintiff's 
orange grove, after the fumigation, was 
injured by the severe electrical winds 
of last December and the freeze fol- 
lowing in January. 


Prof. Woglum, entomologist of the 


Fruit Growers' Supply Company, gave 
testimony on behalf of the defendant, 
and was so conclusive that the judge, 
in giving the decision to the defendant, 
intimated that even though there might 
have been considerable damage result- 
ing from the fumigating, the defendant 
could not be held liable for same, if 
they did the work under the rules and 
regulations as laid down by the county 
horticultural commissioner, unless it 
could be shown that the fumigation was 
done negligently in some particular. 


The reason being that fumigation is 


not an exact science, the fumigator 
being comparable to a doctor who gives 
service to the best of his ability with- 
out liability for the results. 


Attorney AV. G. Lincoln of Los An- 


geles handled the legal part of the 
case for Mr. Stowell.

and fairmindedness of the citi- 
zens of this State. It asks for 
nothing more. 


In the view of those sincerely inter-! 


ested in the upbuilding of Cali- 
fornia the Supreme Court's de- 
cision is a great public victory. 
Transportation facilities will be 
increased? There can be no de- 
terioration of those facilities. 
The Supreme Court has safe-

Prohibition Wins 


There has never been a more striking example of the old 


saying, that he who laughs last laughs best, than in the success 
of the Wright prohibition enforcement act, which was first re- 
ported as overwhelmingly defeated. 


Owing to singular and somewhat egregious blunders in the 


first reports, now corrected, it is manifest that this important 
referendum measure has been carried by a majority of approxi- 
mately 25,000. 


The news is certainly more than heartening to the thou- 


sands of men and possibly more thousands of women voters of 
the Golden State, who have been waging the fight for decency 
ever since national prohibition came into effect. They have won 
- wonderful victory. 


The Wright act was and is necessary to bring California 


within the full scope of the federal law. It will perhaps entirely 
stamp out bootlegging, because it makes the drastic law of the 
union the specific law of California. 


This means that>we shall have the entire force of the state, 


county and city officers available to help to suppress the unspeak- 
able traffic in vile and poisonous liquors. Instead of the present 
twenty-eight national officers, every constable, policeman, juctice 
of the peace and judges of every other court will be available 
to run down offenders of the law. The entire force now avail- 
able is 22,000. 


The Wright law simply declares that the people of Califor- 


nia are supporting the constitution of the United States, and 
its success at the polls knocks from under the friends of liquor 
the last prop. No citizen, whatever his views have been, can 
now deny that the overwhelming sentiment of the majority of 
those who voted is for a bone dry state, in conformity with the 
federal law. 


The Wright act does not add a single officer or create one 


additional salary. In the language of the author of the act, "It" 
is California's pledge of allegiance to the highest ideals of citi- 
zenship." Let all good citizens rejoice that a beneficient law, 
which the state legislature duly passed and which was referred 
to the people, has at last been sustained by them by a vote 
decisive beyond question. 


California Christmas 


It is already rather late to suggest "shop early," but we 


may be pardoned for making a suggestion or two. 


The first suggestion is remember your friends at Christmas. 


When it is all over and the cost and the labor are considered 
we resolve to ever after ignore Christmas. That feeling lasts 
only for a day—or a moment, then the joys of Christmas return 
as we count the many little happinesses during preparation and 
participation. We believe we are safe in suggesting that the 
happiness which comes from the preparation of things for Christ- 
mas is greater with many than that which comes from receiving. 


Note that we say pleasure of preparation, so we suggest 


make it a California Christmas. Do the shopping on your own 
place, you who are growers of fruits or of nuts or other products 
which are different. 


The other day we tested a product, or rather a combination 


of two products, strictly Californian and withal good to look 
upon and excellent to taste. It was simply a dried half of apricot 
steeped in light syrup, again dried in the sun to remove sticki- 
ness, the half of a walnut meat pressed into the cut side, all 
rolled in powdered sugar. The household folks may not think 
the editor is competent to give culinary suggestions but "believe 
you us" that little titbit was good and added to a bunch of 
California confections it helps to make up a wonderfully fine 
box. 


Besides it is all good advertising for California, for the 


folks "back there" will pass it to their friends and say: "Our 
folks out in California made these out of their own farm." Cali- 
fornia Cultivator. 


Opportunity Schools 


In every community there is a certain proportion of children 


who are not normal in ability. In former years these backward 
pupils dragged hopelessly behind in their classes. Desiring to 
excel in some way, they were apt to cultivate mischief as a 
means of proving they were not wholly deficient in ability. 


Progressive school systems now establish what are often 


called "opportunity schools," which are special classes for 
these sub-normal children. Usually about half of the time of 
such groups is given to hand work, which interests such pupils 
and arouses their sluggish mentality. 


Instead of being incited to lives of insubordination, they 


are induced to do real work, and enter useful careers. Such 
instruction and the special attention needed will not probably 
cost anything in the long run, as it saves a certain proportion 
of these children from being dependents and possibly criminals. 
—Pomona Bulletin.

Spofford accompanied by Earl Fores- 
man entertained the audience while the 
banquet was in progress. 


The address of welcome was delivered 


by Mr. Horowitz in the absence of Prof. 
.Wm. T. Randall. Mr. Page, president 
of the associated chambers, called the 
meeting to order and introduced the 
speakers of the evening. One of the 
most interesting features of the program 
was a moving picture illustration of the 
errosion of the banks of the Missouri 
river by the uncontrolled action of the 
flood waters, and the successful reclam- 
ation of the submerged land by the use 
of the Bignell pre-cast concrete pile. 
Mr. Frank D. Thompson of Lincoln, Nc 
braska, who exhibited the picture, illus- 
trated the advantage of becoming ac- 
quainted with what is being done in 
other parts of the world by the story 
of the rooster and the ostrich egg. 


According to the story, there was a 


rooster in a chicken corral which was 
adjacent to an ostrich farm. One day 
the rooster, crawling under the fence, enable it to prot 
discovered a loose ostrich egg which he at less expense, 
industrially rolled into the chicken cor- 
ral, and calling the hens together, ad- 
dressed them as follows: "Ladies, I 
don't wish to belittle your efforts nor 
to insinuate that you are loafing on the 
job, but I thought you might be inter 
ested in seeing the result of what is be 
ing done in other communities." 


The Bignell pile is of reinforced con- 


crete with an iron tube running through 
the center, open four inches at the top 
and tapering to one and one-half inches 
fit the bottom, with lateral jots five feet 
apart through the length of the pile. 
A hose is connected at the top through 
which water is forced, and the pile, be- 
ing suspended by a giant crane over the 
desired location, the force of the water 
issuing from the bottom of the pile 
makes an opening in the ground and the 
pile is carried home by its own weight. 
So rapid is the operation that where no 
boulders or rocky formation obstructs 
its course, a pile can be sunk forty-five 
feet in four and a half minutes. 


Captain Evans, chairman of the cham- 


ber of commerce flood control commit- 
tee and kindred branches, scored the 
board of supervisors for its lack of pro- 
gress in solving the problem of the con- 
trol of flood water and its conservation ! 
for irrigating purposes. Dr. Thomas of 
the Los Angeles chamber of commerce ' 
emphasized the fact that in the absence 
of any possibility of getting sufficient 
water from any other source it is neces- 
sary to conserve nature's supply. Dr. 
Julius Koebig of the engineering coin- 


mitteb of the Los Angeles chamber of 
commerce suggested that great care 
should be t;aken in selecting the location 
of tfte proposed dam in the San" Gabriel 
canyon in order that in years to come 
t may not become filled with boulders 
and other debris falling into it from 
,bove. 


In answer to the preceding speakers, 


Supervisor Cogswell exhibited maps il- 
ustrative of the progress made in the 
matter of surveys, and made fhe state- 
ment that of the twenty-five thousand 
dollars put into the budget by the coun- 
;y for the purpose of flood control, five 
housand had been expended so far, but 
the gigantic difficulties confronting the 
aoard in its efforts to reach bedrock in 
:he San Gabriel river .had caused it to 
hesitate at spending the 
taxpayers' 


money in fruitless efforts. Owing to the 
water which flows perpetually a few 
feet below the surface of the riverbed, 
it is impassible for heavy traffic, and 
the several attempts which have been 
made to reach bedrock so far have been 
water was by 
asystem of excavation 


filling in as fast as they were dug. 


The only feasible method of reaching 


bedrock unhampered by the inflow of 
water was by a system o fexcavation 
through shafts, and the cost of this be- 
ing the neighborhood of one 'hundred 
thousand dollars, the board of super- 
visors felt constrained to wait a little 
longer in the hope that some other 
method might materialize which would 
enable it to produce the desired results
